1. GEN HOSNY, FAITH AND HOPE SOCIETY, REQUESTED EMBASSY AS- 
SISTANCE OCT 22 IN URGING JOSEPH TRAUB, HEW/SRS CONSULTANT FOR 
THE REHABILITATION PROJECT TO COME TO CAIRO ON OR ABOUT OCT 
27. HOSNY SAID THERE WERE A NUMBER OF MATTERS RELATING TO 
CONSULTATION ON SOCIAL REHABILITATION REQUIRING TRAUB'S AT- 
TENTION. EARLIER, HOSNY HAD MET WITH MRS. SADAT, AND SHE 
RAISED A NUMBER OF QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE PROJECT, PARTIC- 
ULARLY WITH REGARD TO THE CONSULTATION CONTRACT WITH WESTING- 
HOUSE AND FUTURE STAGES OF THE HOSPITAL CENTER WHICH SHOULD 
BE DISCUSSED WITH TRAUB. IN ADDITION, HUGO GARIN OF AMIMPEX 

IS EXPECTED TO BE IN CAIRO ON OCTOBER 27 AND IT WOULD BE 
HIGHLY USEFUL TO BRING TRAUB, GARIN AND EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS IN- 
VOLVED IN THE HOSPITAL PROJECT TOGETHER. 

2. HOSNY STRESSED THAT HE HAD COUNTED ON SEEING TRAUB AT THE 
MONTREUX CONFERENCE AND WAS DISMAYED THAT HE "DID NOT AT LEAST 
HAVE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO TALK WITH THE CONSULTANT ON THE 
PROJECT”.
